ation of Miners', were • wrestling at "a 
late hour tonight with the problem 
of a verdict.

his /home, leaving instructions to tie 
called on the 'phone in case the jury 
should arrive at a verdict. 


Outaida the 
courthouse, 
on the 


green, lawn, shaded by giant trees, si- 
lent, bailiffs kept; vigil" to see that nj 
trespassers..should come within hear- 
ing of the discussion which filtered 
through the open windows.

men sat and chatted with the cour4 
officials. The general public was ex- 
cluded early :in the day and stairways 
•and passages leading to the jury room

The Jury Kctires 


It was four minutes past 11 o'clock 


this morning when the jury, after re- 
ceiving .instructions which we.ce cle- 
•aidedly in favor of the defendant, re- 
tired 'to their deliberations and so 
far they have failed to agree upon 
any one of the five propositions laid 
down tJ them by the court. 


These were: Murder in the first de- 


gree, murder in the second degree, 
voluntary .manslaughter, involuntary 
manslaughter, and not guilty. 


When the luncheon) . and 
dinner 


hours arrived the 12 jurymen, many 
o[ tbem well along-toward their al- 
lotted terms of three-score years and 
ten, were escorted to the house where 
they have made their home ever since 
the beginning of the trial, and there 
the meals were served. Less .than 25. 
minutes was occupied with luncheon, 
and but anly 20 minutes more for 
dinner, 'the jurors being apparently 
anxious to return to their.duties' with 
all possible speed.

Today ha:s been'one of the. hottest

. it the target for the blistering, after- 


noon rays of the July sun.'Once se- 
cluded from the' formal atmosphere 
of the courtroom the jurors quickly

The crew 
if 12 men behaved splendidly, fighting 
he flames -it'-fiFi-t, but seeing that 
nothing could be saved, tutned all 
heir attention, to the passengers. Life 
ireservers were put on every one that

them for their final decision. The life of Wm. D. Hay- 
wood, one of the most conspicuous labor teacers in the 
"United States, is hanging in the balance. The 12 men 
In the locked room, under solemn oath, are 
to say 


whether or not Haywood had a hand in the atrocious 
murder of former Governor Frank SteunenbeYg, who 
•was executive of Idaho during the labor troubles there! 


• in 1899. As they decide, Haywood will go free, or he'

Xot in a quarter of a century, probably not since the 


trial of the conspirators in the assassination or Abraham 
Lincoln, has there been a capital case which has elicited 
such nation-wide interest as attaches to the Boise trial.

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Manila Hemp, or Abaca, as the na- 


.tives call it, is at present and has 
been for many years the 'chief of the 
developed resources 
of -the Philip- 


pine Islands. The peculiar conditions 
of its growth and production have 
:'enabled it to escape with a minimum 
of injury .the natural. afflictions and 
the social disturbances which have, at 
.frequent intervals, visited other .in- 
dustries- with"" more serious 
conse- 


quences. 


Abaca is the fiber of .a- plant of t'h.; 


same family as the edible banana and 
plantain, and is not readily distin- 
guishable from these by the inexpert 
eye. 
Tho Philippine Archipelago en- 


joys . a profitable -monopoly of this 
valuable product, for, although pains- 
taking efforts have been, made 
to 


- .raise the plant in other parts of the 


world, no practical success has at- 
tended the ventures up to the present. 
As early as 1SSG, Dainpier mentioned 
.the plant as yielding, a useful fiber, 
which . was . then, and probably 'had 
been for a long period preceding that 
date, worked into a rough rope by 
the Malay : inhabitants. 
The use of 


,.Abaca was restricted to domestic" pur- 
poses until the early part of the last 
ttntury, when a sample of it was 
carried to Salem, Mass.," by 
Lieut. 


Jo.'n White, .01* 
the United 
States 


Navy. 
Its peculiar properties were at 


once aprpeciatcd in shipping circles, 
and an extensive demand for it arose 
at once in Boston and 'neighboring 
ports. 
The first cTonsklerable ship- 


ment of the material was 41 tons, 
made in ISIS. 
From that time the 


"export continued to increase uml. re- 
ceived a great impetus from the in- 
vention of the self-binder and the 
.consequent demand for a strong and 
light twine. 
Since 1900 the annual 


shipment of Manila hemp has been 
in excess of 110,000 tons and has 
reached as much,'as 1-40,000 tons, with 
.a value upwards of$[iO,000,000. 


Abaca has no rival and its .only 


competitor is sisal fiber, which is de- 
cidedly inferior in t'he requisite quali- 
ties, but can be- put upon the market 
at "lower 'figures. 
However, the de- 


mand for Ababa at profitable prices 
has been greater during the past 25 
years. 
The. present output is hardly 


one-fifth of what might be produced 
with the aid of capital and improved 
methods, and, although a large in- 
crease in the production would ne- 
cessarily result in a fall in prices, it 
is calculable; that 300,000 tons.a year 
would find a ready market at profit- 
able figures, allowing for the economy 
by a scientfic system of, culture and 
extraction. In passing, it may be said 
thnt a. similar statement'might,- with 
iruth, be made with reference to sev- 
eral other industries of the Philip- 
pines. 


Here, then, is a promising outlet 


for tho enterprise and 
capital 
of 


Americans. 
The plant grows widely 


Jn the- Archipe.lago, and large areas 
of land at present in forest are ad- 
mirably adapted to it. The chief dif- 
ficulty in the way of a foreign planter' 
lies in the necessity .of thoroughly 
understanding the character of the 
native, in .order to successfully handle 
^Filipino laborers; but it is compara- 
tively 'easy to secure the services of 
managers .who .are equal to this and 
the other requirements of Abaca pro- 
duction. 
The sum of $20,000 will 


suffice to start an Abaca plantation 
of 250 hectares—approximately '625 
acres, -which is- one-fourth the area 
that may be taken up by a corpora- 
tion under the Philippines Land Act: 


i Practically no income may be looked 


for until,the end of the fourth year, 
but . after .that-, stage the credit bal- 
ance will increase in leaps and bounds 
until the eighth year, when it will 
be $25,000 or more. 
At that time 


the plants are full-bearing and will 
produce a maximum crop without re- 
planting and practically without cul- 
tivation for a period of from 10 to 
15 years. 


The foregoing rough statement is 


based on present conditions, which 
are extremely 
crude and wasteful. 


Labor-saving 
devices 
would 
effect 


large economics, and the by-products 
should be turned to account. 
It is 


estimated "by experts that at present 
from^25 to 30 per cent of the fiber is 
wasted. 
At each cleaning-shed are 


found large piles of waste, filled with 
fibrous material. 
Experiments have 


proved that "this waste- makes excel- 
lent paper notable for its tougihness 
and strength. I have recently fexam- 
Ined some samples that were remark- 
ably clean, light and strong and can 
easily understand that the

These experiments have led 


to the organization of a corporation 
for the purpose of establishing- a pa- 
per mill in Manila, which-can hardly 
fail to be an -extremely 
profitable 


enterprise, for every square inch of 
paper used in tho Philipines- is im- 
ported, and neighborin-g- countries arc 
paying large sums- each year for the 
same material. 


I have dwelt 
somewhat 
on this 


point because it is illustrative-of the 
hundred or more, similar openings for 
American capital in the Philippines. 
It is difficult to understand why our 
people are so tanijvm availing--them- 
selves of these really splendid nnpor 
tunities. ' Distance seems to bo the 
chief deterrent, though it is not easy 
to comprehend the attitude of the

The probability is .that 


ie has no more knowledgq of condi- 
tions in one case than" in the other, 
nor any greater chance of overlook- 
ng the manipulation of his money, 
"ndeod, there is a great .advantage in 
the former proposition, in as much 
as the government .Bureau of, Insular 
Affairs, at Washington, is able anil 
leady t,o afford the inquirer the full- 
est information as to all matters re- 
lating to the islands. 


The first harvest from an Abaca 


plantation is geiieritHy at the end of 
the third year, aVid from that time 
the plants are cut over every eight 
months. 
The full-grown plant car- 


ries a cluster of from J.2 to 20 stalks, 
all rising from one root. 
Those are 


in various stages of maturity,, 
and 


three oij four are taken from each 
plant at a cutting. VThcy are lopped 
off with a bolu—tho universal tool 
anJ weapon in countries settled by 
the Spaniards—and should be strip- 
ped within 24 hours, in order to pre- 
vent discoloration. 
The stalk being 


from 12 to 15 feet in lengtM and of 
considerable 
weight, 
the 
stripping 


takes place in the immediate vicinity 
of the plant, which has been cut. 
The-ro are two distinct processes in 
the extraction—first, the removal of 
the ribbon-like strips of fibrous ma- 
terial from the stems, and, second, 
the separation of the individual fibers 
by pulling these 
ribbons under 
a

The, 


ground, with a trunk or stalk.-Of Aba- 
ca across his knees, inserts u small 
sharp piece of bone, called a "locnlt," 
under the bark of one of the leuf 
-stems, and pulls off a fibrous strip 
two or three inches wide and as long 
as the trunk. 
From each stem he 


will secure three or four such strips. 
When these fibrous strips have been 
removed the remaining fleshy ma- 
terial is removed ir. a- similar mariner 
until the central stem is i-eached.' The 
fibvr obtained from the outer layers 
will be dark and coarse, and tl\e qual- 
ity will' improve with each layer in 
the progress to the center, t'.io last 
strips yielding a. soft, fine and white 
material, .stronger .than the coarser 
sort when worke:! up into rop?. The 
finest fiber is extensively used by the 
natives in the manufacture of s. home- 
spun of .great durability and suscepti-' 
ble, with the aid of dyes, to pleasin » 
effects. 


The fiber strips are carried to a 


nearby, shed hi which a rude appara- 
tus has been set up for extracting the 
desired, material. 
This . apparatus; 


called the "panguinjan," consists of 
n. log fixed in a horizontal.position one 
or two feet from the ground with a 
block of smooth, hard wood fastened 
to the top of it. 
Over this block is 


placed a bolo with a. short blade and 
a long handle. 
A rattan connects 


the knife blade with a bamboo spring 
above, and a similar contrivance ef- 
fects a junction between the handle 
and a treadle beneath. . The spring 
exerts a pressure of the blade upon 
the block, and the treadle enables the 
operator-to counteract it when he 
desires to insert or remove a strip 
of 
fiber. 


In the process of extraction 
the 


operator holds in his hand a strip 
of fiber, or, perhaps, more thnn one 
and also a short, round piece of -wood'. 
The/strips are placed under tho knife 
and" are drawn through with a quick 
but steady movement. They are then 
removed and reversed, the cleaned 


catc operation and an extremely ex- 
hausting one. 
The excessive strair 


frequently results in rupture, and a 
man who extracts 25 p-jiwids a daj 
and works three .days in the week is 
a valuable laborer. 
As might be 


pectcd, there is a tendency to shirt 
thorough work, and a great deal oi 
indifferent 
material 
is 
produced 


through various improperties in th; 
pronounced superiority of Abaca ano 
its indispensable place in commerce i! 
must have suffered a loss of prestigi- 
lons ago on account ot'.the large per- 
centage of defective 
fiber 
shipped 


from Manila. 
Steps have recentl;, 


been taken by the interests concerneO 
to minimize this disadvantage. 


It will readily be understood from 


what has been said of»the method of 
extraction that a- more effective ma- 
chine than that which has been in 
use from time immemorial is urgently 
needed. 
The necessity 
was quite 


patent to the Spaniards, and durinjf 
their time many attempts were made- 
to construct a suitable apparatus that 
ahoulj replace the primitive contriv- 
ance of the Filipinos, but up to tilt- 
present 
the 
"panguinjan" has . hel'd 


its own. Every few years we hear 
that the problem has been solved, but 
each report of the kind is shortly 
folwowed by. the statement that the 
machine in question is found to lack 
just one little requisite. 
The Abaca 


machine appe'ars to be- as elusive as. 
the self-destructible bottle, although 
the inducement to the inventor is as 
great in the former, case as in- the 
latter. .One of. the chief difficulties 
lies in the fact that Abaca, being.a 
very long fiber, will; not bear . the 
strain of a full tension whilst being, 
cleaned,, and it is•• necessary to wind 
it around a cylinder, and the result is 
discoloration no matter what mater- 
ial is used'; 
Another difficulty has 


lain in the necessity of making the: 
machine : portable so that it could be 
carried by three or four men over 
the rough ground on which the plant 
usually grows. 
A recent inventor 


claims to have overcome the first of 
these difficulties, and. proposes to sur- 
mount the other by carrying the ma- 
terial through flumes to the; machine 
after the manner of conyejinj sugar- 
cane ;to. a central in Hawaii. Whether 
or not this particular invention proves 
successful it is improbable that the

.vhic'h is .woven from it rivals in 
oeauty and delicacy the famed pina 
-md jusi fabrics.

'luently woven with either cotton, or 


in the- greatest variety of patterns. 


-V market should be created in Ameri- 
ca for the finer qualities of the Phil- 
ippine fabrics, which are admirably 
adapted for women's wear, and parti- 
cularly, for summer clothing. 


There is every indication that with 


the rapid growth of shipping, the 
increasing use of binder twine and 
the extension in many other directions 
of the use of. Abaca the demand for 
;hat fiber will continue .to grow at a 
rate in excess of any likely expansion 
of the production. The opportunities 
for the enlargement of the industry 


moves all the flashy pulp, leaving in 
the- hand of the operator a bunch of 
clean, wet flbor. It is usual' to make 
a rough assortment of tho flber into 
two classes at the time.of extracting 


To the onlqoker the work 'Of fiber- 


extraction looses simple and compara- 
tively easy. t It is, howey,er,_a Sell-, 


are exceptionally .promising. 
The 


Abaca 
plantation of the past has 


seldom been conducted upon business 
methods. 
The processes of produc- 


tion have been crude and -nasteful, 
and -the management—justifying it- 
self, perhaps, with a 30 per cent, 
profit—ihas been careless and short- 
sighted. 


The planter who shall go into the 


msmess with carefully selected land, 
good management and thv. intelligent 
use of modern methods and machin- 
ery, cannot fail to_ secure large pro- 
fits. With 110 danger fiom insect or 
plant diseases, and but little from 
typhoons or unfavorable climatic con- 
ditions, Abaca is eminently, a, safe 
crop. -With the present prices and 
the assurance of a continued demand, 
it is one of the 
most 
profitable 


branches of agriculture available in 
the Philippines.

It is no-wonder that the sea-build- 
er looks with contempt \upon the 
ordinary shoie light and speaks with 
pride upon the subject with which he 
has to deal, which represents all of 
the best that is in a human being, 
for not only must the sea-builder be 
a skillful and resourceful engineer, 
with a thorough knowledge of his 
craft, but he must also possess the 
the mysterious elements of courage, 
executive foresight and perseverance 
in surmounting the hundred and one 
obstacles that nature throws in his 
path. 


While England mav well boast of 
her coastwise lights and hold them 
up as marvels of skill and construc- 
tion, the United States government 
has not stood still, and in this coun- 
try the building of lighthouses has 
progressed 
greatly 
and 
there 
is 
scarcely a Congress that' does not 
make an appropriation for the erec- 
ion of a'beacon upon some menacing 
rock 
and shoal, and 
so, year by 
year, the work goes on, and in time 
no waters in the world will be so well 
marked by day or lighted by night. 
The last Congress, made .arrange- 
ments to have a lighthouse placed 
upon Diamond Shoals, the graveyard 
of the Atlantic, and the-most dread- 
ed place in the -seven seas. A prop- 
erly placed beacon.light at, that point 
is an imperative necessity, for the 
lighthouse located on the beach is too 
far inward .from the Diamond Shoals, 
while 
the.lightship 
is too distant 
seaward. 
In ! rough -weather the 
lights are not easily discernable. 
For four or five years past Capt. 
Albert F.I Bells., ot Boston, Mass., has 
given the' subject .much study., and 
hask recently been successful in per- 
suading 'Congress to, give him an op- 
portunity to build a lighthouse at his 
own- expense. 
The act specifies that 
Captain Eells and. his, associates, shall 
build the light station at their own 
cost, maintain the

and

.who, have been-intrusted with"the de- 
signing and erection of the lighthouse, 
'present the following, description, of 
the proposed structure: 
The foundation for the lighthouse 


trusses, extending radially from near 
the bottom of the 24 outer inclined 
girders, horizontally, to within eight 
feet of the center of the caisson. 


The central part of the caisson wil1 


be in the form of an open vertical 
shaft, 16 feet in diameter,"extending 
from top to bottom, inclosed by steel 
plates nveted together and ilveted 
to the steel girders extending hori- 
zontally from this shaft to the inner 
edge of the 24 inclined girders men- 
tioned. These horizontal girders, be- 
ing about 13 feet one above the other, 
are to act as temporary floor beams 
that will divide the caisson into five 
large circular rooms. 


The estimated weight of the entire 


structure, including the 
lighthouse 
and contents, is to be 27,000 tons. The 
displacement of water will be about 
10,000 tons, which will leave an ef- 
fective weight resting on the sands 
of the Diamond Shoals of about 17,- 
000 tons, covering an effective area 
on the-base of S,960 square feet. The 
caisson is to be built at some ship- 
yard and towed to its destination. 


The central 
tube in the caisson 


whioh extends from top to bottom, is 
to be made of curved rolled plates7 
attached to the ends ot the horizontal 
floor girders and to the bracings, all 
of which when riveted together will 
form a vea*el-hke caisson of circular 
shape, built 
sufficiently strong 
to 
stand its sea voyage and the wind 
and wave pressure, after its final set- 
tlement into the sands. 


All the insude horizontal girders 
are to be' covered at the difterent 
elevations to make temporary floors 
and rooms in the same caisson. It is 
proposed to place in these rooms, at 
the time of towing, the boiler, en- 
gines, pumps, derricks, dredging ap- 
paratus, concrete-mixing machinery, 
water, sand and cement, and the. dif- 
ferent materials necessary for sink- 
ing and filling, as Well as supplies 
and equipment for the workmen. 


A portion of the space between the 
two outer shells and part of the bot- 
tom will be filled with concrete be- 
fore leaving the shipyard, so that the 
caisson will draw about 21 feet of 
water. 
After reaching its destination the 


caisson will be held in place by suita- 
ble anchors and cables. 
It will be 
scuttled by pumping water into the 
interior comportments until it rests 
on the sands in about 24 feet of wa- 
ter, - leaving the top or decfc abou' 
'56 ",feet 
above- the -surface of the 


ocean. 
The lighthouse will be located some 


distance back from the outer edge of 
the shoals, so that it will be protected 
from the unbroken force of the waves 
in time of storm. The shoals below 
the- four-fathom contour extend over 
an area of about six miles by two 
miles, and the location selected, as

ing the oil, Tvatcr and hoisting en- 
gine for the lighthouse, the founda- 
tion will be complete. The election 
of the lighthouse, or superstructure, 
will thereupon begin. 
The lighthouse is 
to be of steel 
construction, and consists of an out- 
side circular steel shell with an iiiner 
central steel tube, which will con- 
tain a spiral stairway, chimneys and 
ventilators, all braced by steel gird- 
eis frames and partitions, and to 
have eight different floors besides the 
lantern gallery and watchroom. The 
outer shell of this structure Is to be 
'lined with a layer of concrete or plas-, 
ter placed upon wire mesh or ex- 
panded metal about four inches thick. 
The first floor will be equipped 


with three lifeboats, with a crane for 
hoisting or lowering on the outside 
The second, floor will be divided into 
four rooms, and will contain the fog 
signalling apparatus and two oil en- 
gines. 
The third floor will contain 


the hoisting engine for operating the 
crane and two large provision rooms 
and a bedroom. 
The fourth floor 


will have two bedrooms, a writing 
room and a bath'-oom. The fifth floor 
will have two bedrooms, a writing- 
room and a hathroom.

the sixth floor will be devoted to the 
dining-room, and will have a well- 
equipped kitchen, pantry and refrig- 
erWor.

A gang of men were sent to the 


rock with scrapers and a large tug 
stood by to watch them. The work 
was exceedingly tedious and frefluent- 
ly, when sudden storms blew up their 
lives were in danger, as the tug could 
not approach closer than 
50 feet. 
In such cases it became the custom to 
haul the men on the tug by ropes. 
Such were the difficulties of 
the 


work, the number of storms and the 
sufferings ofthe men, owing to being 
sufferings of the men, owing to being 
salt water, which covered them with 
itching- sores, the work of the firs 
season amounted to but

Lieut. Alexander announced that he 
was satisfied -with the progress.
